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ZAIRE-ENDORSING KISSINGER'S STATEMENT THAT THE 7TH SPECIAL 
SESSION WAS AN OCCASION TO IMPROVE THE CONDITION OF MANKIND, 
ZAIRIAN COMMISSIONER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS BULANYATI PRESENTED 
ZAIRE S PATH OF NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AS ONE POSSIBLE MODEL 
FOR SUCH AN UNDERTAKING. THROUGHOUT HIS DISCUSSION OF FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT, TRADE, FOOD, POLLUTION CONTROL, THE LAW OF THE SEAS, 
INTERNATIONAL MONETARY REFORM AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION IN 
AFRICA, BULANYATI STRESSED TWO ZAIRIAN PRINCIPLES: 1) 

DEVELOPING COUNTRIES THEMSELVES SHOULD MAKE THE "FIRST 
EFFORT" TO OVERCOME THEIR PROBLEMS AND ORGANIZE POLITICALLY; 

2) DEVELOPING COUNTRIES SHOULD EXERCISE THEIR SOVEREIGNTY 
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OVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. BULANYATI POINTED TO THE OIL- 
PRODUCING STATES AS AN "ELOQUENT" EXAMPLE OF THE LATTER 
PRINCIPLE, BUT ALSO NOTED THE DAMAGE DONE TO NON-OIL- 
PRODUCING LDC'S BY THE OIL CRISIS AND THE NECESSITY FOR 
BETTER CONSUMER-PRODUCER RELATIONS. BULANYATI BELIEVED THAT 
THESE PRINCIPLES OF SELF-RELIANCE WERE NOT INCOMPATIBLE 
WITH THE NEW "INTERNATIONAL SOLIDARITY" THAT HE CALLED FOR 
BECAUSE THE SUCCESS OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER 
DEPENDED UPON EACH COUNTRY CREATING A NEW DOMESTIC ONE. 
(REPEATED INFO KINSHASA) 

DENMARK -DANISH MINISTER FOR FOREIGN ECONOMIC AFFAIRS IV AR 
NORGAARD DECLARED THAT HIS GOVERNMENT IS COMMITTEED TO 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION FOR A MORE JUST ECONOMIC WORLD 
ORDER AND UNDERSTANDS THE ASPIRATIONS OF THE LDC'S. HE URGED 
STABILIZATION OF COMMODITY EXPORT EARNINGS. TARIFF PREFERENCES, 
AND ANNOUNCED THAT DANISH AID WOULD INCREASE TO THE 0.7-0/0 
TARGET BY 1980. AFTER NOTING THAT WHILE PRESENT ECONOMIC 
CIRCUMSTANCES SUBJECTED INDISTRIALIZED DEMOCRACIES TO 
CONSTRAINTS IN THEIR FREEDOM OF ACTION, HE CONCLUDED, 

"IF WE APPROACH THE PROBLEMS WITHOUT PREJUDICE, THIS SESSION 
COULD MARK AN IMPORTANT STAGE ON THE ROAD TOWARDS A BETTER 
LIFE FOR ALL MANKIND." (REPEATED INFO COPENHAGEN) 

SIERRA LEONE-IN A STATEMENT CLOSELY FOLLOWING ESTABLISHED G-77 
POSITIONS, FOREIGN MINISTER MINAH CALLED FOR ADOPTION OF THE 
"INTEGRATED APPROACH" TO COMMODITY MARKET REGULATION, 
INDEXATION OF RAW MATERIALS PRICES, UNRESTRICTED ACCESS 
TO THE MARKETS OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE 
LDC SHARE IN TRANSPORTATION, MARKETING AND DISTRIBUTION. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CITING THE CONTINUOUS ESCALATION OF THE PRICES OF TRACTORS, 
FERTILIZERS AND PESTICIDES, HE STRESSED THE NECESSITY FOR 
INCREASED ASSISTANCE TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS IN AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT. HE ALSO SUPPORTED AN SDR LINK TO DEVELOPMENT 
ASSISTANCE, AN IMF TRUST FUND AND A TAX ON NON-RENEWABLE 
RESOURCES TO OFFSET THE FAILURE OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO 
INCREASE THEIR DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. IN THIS CONTEXTS 
HE SAID THAT OIL-PRO_P!OT)MQBUNP 
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IRELAND-SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF A "SMALL COUNTRY" WHICH HAS 
ITSELF ACHIEVED "A MEASURE" OF INDISTRIALIZATION ONLY WITHIN THE 
PAST 40 YEARS, IRISH FOREIGN MINISTER FITZGERALD STRUCK 
A CONSTRUCTIVE NOTE IN EMPHASIZING THAT WHILE THERE NOW 
EXISTED THE WILL TO ACT IN SETTING RIGHT THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN INDISTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, THE PURPOSE OF 
THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION WAS NOT TO HAMMER OUT DETAILED 
SOLUTIONS BUT TO EXCHANGE IDEAS AND TO PAVE THE WAY FOR THE 
DETAILED NEGOTIATIONS YET TO COME. HE ALSO MADE A NUMBER OF 
OTHER USEFUL POINTS ON SPECIFIC ISSUES. HE NOTED, FOR 
EXAMPLE, THAT THE "INEQUITABLE" RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE 
INDISTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES CANNOT BE ATTRIBUTED 
SOLELY TO THE PRICING PRACTICES OF THE INDISTRIALIZED 
COUNTRIES WITH MARKET ECONOMIES. THE FACT IS, HE SAID, 

THAT THE STATE-TRADING COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN QUITE PREPARED 
TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF "NEO-COLONIAL EXPLOITATION” BY PAYING 
PRICES SIMILAR TO THOSE PAID BY MARKET ECONOMY COUNTRIES. 

HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT OF SCHEMES FOR STABILIZATION OF 
FLUCTUATIONS IN EXPORT EARNINGS, COMMODITY AGREEMENTS ON 
A SELECTIVE BASIS IN THOSE CASES WHERE THEY WOULD DEMONSTRABLY 
BE OF HELP TO THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, AND OF RESTRUCTURING 
THE ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES OF THE UN, BUT WITHOUT UNNECESSARY 
PROLIFERATION OF INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. IN THE LATTER 
CONNECTION, HE ASSOCIATED HIMSELF WITH THE BRITISH PROPOSAL 
TO ESTABLISH A COMMITTEE TO DRAW UP PROPOSALS BASED ON THE 
UN EXPERTS' REPORT. (REPEATED INFO DUBLIN) 

JORDAN-IN A LOW-KEY ADDRESS, JORDANIAN PERMREP SHARAF 
ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THE "URGENT NEED FOR CHANGE" HAS BEEN 
UNIVERSALLY ACCEPTED. HE SAW THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS 
THE FORUM FOR A DECISIVE STEP TOWARDS BRIDGING THE THEORETICAL, 
PSYCHOLOGICAL AND POLITICAL GAP BETWEEN THE DEVELOPING AND 
INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES AND FOR FORMULATING A CONCRETE PROGRAM 
FOR PROGRESS TOWARD "THE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER" IN THE VARIOUS 
SECTORS. THE MOVEMENT TOWARDS THE ESTABLISHMENT OF SUCH A 
NEW ORDER IS IRREVERSIBLE, HE SAID. CONCRETE PROGRESS MUST 
BE ACHIEVED IN THIS SPECIAL SESSION BECAUSE IT IS THE ONLY 
WAY IN WHICH ORDERLY REFORM CAN TAKE PLACE. ON SPECIFIC

THERE SHOULD NOT BE INTERFERENCE WITH THE MARKET MECHANISM 
BY NOTING THAT SOME OF THESE VERY COUNTRIES HAVE "VIGOROUSLY" 
INTERFERED WITH PRICES AND WAGES IN THEIR DOMESTIC ECONOMIES. 
SHARAF ALSO CRITICIZED "VOICES IN THE ADVANCED WORLD" WHICH,
